APPENDIX 



This appendix provides you with some information about the structure, contents, and initial 
use of your 92060B grandfather disc cartridge. When you order 92060B on a 7900 or 7905 disc 
cartridge, you receive what we call a grandfather disc cartridge. Your grandfather disc platter 
contains a standard RTE-III system containing a file manager cartridge. The part number for 
your grandfather disc cartridge is: 

92060-13001, if you have ordered the product on a 7900 disc cartridge, 
92060-13101, if you have ordered the product on a 7905 disc cartridge. 
92060-13201, if you have ordered the product on a 7920 disc cartridge. 
Notice the label on the upper surface of your grandfather disc cartridge: 



GRANDFATHER RTE DISC CARTRIDGE. 
MASTER FILES. DO NOT ERASE OR 
RUN DISC DIAGNOSTIC. 



Please use this disc cartridge carefully; it contains the 92060B master files for your system. 



DISC CARTRIDGE CONTENTS AND STRUCTURE 

The grandfather disc contains the current 92060B product, organized as a standard system 
containing a file manager cartridge. Included in the system's file manager cartridge are the 
files listed in the tables on pages 2 and 4 of this manual. THESE FILES ARE THE CURRENT 
92060B PRODUCT. The file manager cartridge has been assigned a file manager cartridge 
reference number of 32767, its master security code is NULL, and it starts at track 90 of the 
system platter. Each file in CR 32767 has a security code of RT. 

The file &AN3Fx (where x =0 for a 7900 disc platter and = 5 for a 7905 or 7920 disc platter) 
contains the answer file used to generate your grandfather disc. It may be used to regenerate 
the disc; however, in doing so you will lose the factory provided ability to reconfigure the 
grandfather disc's I/O at bootup (see BOOT UP OF DISC CARTRIDGE). . 

In addition to the files listed in this manual, CR 32767 contains 3 files created during the 
manufacturing process of the grandfather disc cartridge. They are named: 

WELCOM A file which displays a welcome message each time the file manager is booted up 
from this disc. 

&LISTF A generation map of the system created when the master disc was generated. 

!BOOT A bootstrap loader created when the master disc was generated. 

Note that WELCOM, &LISTF, and !BOOT are created by the disc manufacturing process. 
They do not have part numbers; they cannot be ordered (this is why they do not appear in the 
lists of part numbers for 92060B). 
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DISC CARTRIDGE BACKUP AND UPDATING 

We strongly urge you to back up the disc cartridge as soon as practicable after you receive it. 
You can back up the disc cartridge onto magnetic tape or onto another disc cartridge by 
following the instructions contained in the "Disc Backup Programs" section of the RTE Utility 
Programs Reference Manual (92060-90017). 

You should use the disc cartridge as a storage place for the current version of 92060B. That is, 
as changes to the software modules in the product occur, you should update your disc cartridge 
to insure that you always have the current version of every 92060B software module. You can 
find procedures required for updating this product in the RTE Utility Programs Reference 
Manual, in the "Disc Update Program" section. 

Note that the reason this grandfather disc cartridge is distributed with a file manager 
cartridge reference number or 32767, and the reason that all files in CR 32767 have a security 
code of RT is that these values are prerequisites for the use of the updating procedures 
described in the "Disc Update Program" section of RTE Utility Programs. 

DISC CARTRIDGE I/O STRUCTURE 

Your grandfather disc cartridge has been copied and verified from a master software cartridge 
which was generated at the factory to a standard I/O configuration. The basic information on 
the grandfather disc cartridge I/O structure is given in table 1. The configuration restraints 
imposed by the standard I/O configuration and the procedures you can use to boot up the 
grandfather disc cartridge are described in the following paragraphs. 

BOOT UP OF DISC CARTRIDGE 

Before you can boot up the grandfather disc cartridge, these prerequisites must be met: 

1. Your system is off-line. 

2. If you have a 21MX Series computer, its disc ROM bootstrap loader is installed. If you have 
a 2100 Series computer, the 2100 Series BMDL is in memory. Note that you cannot use a 
paper tape bootstrap program to boot up a grandfather disc cartridge. 

3. Your I/O configuration for the Time-base Generator and for the system console is the same 
as the grandfather disc cartridge configuration (TBG in I/O slot 10; system console in I/O 
slot 13 — see table 1.) 

If the prerequisites are met, you can boot up the grandfather disc cartridge with the standard 
RTE boot up procedure. 

If your Time-base generator, and/or system console, and/or system disc are not in the standard 
I/O slots (see table 1), you can still boot up the grandfather disc cartridge, if you use the 
following procedures: 

1. Follow the standard RTE boot up procedure, but stop at the halt 77 (after using the ROM or 
BMDL boots). 

2. Select and display the S register.

Note: This information is compiled from the &LISTF file; you may wish to get a copy of &LISTF to insure this information is current. 
* If your grandfather disc is a 7905, do not attempt to execute a "MOUNT CARTRIDGE" command for the LU#s that are shaded: 
they pertain to 7920 disc only. If your grandfather disc is a 7920, you have both shaded and unshaded LU#s available. 



3. Set the S register bits to the following pattern: 

bits 0-5 to the select code of the system console 

bits 6-11 to the select code of the Time-base Generator 

bits 12-15 must be cleared 

Note that you do not have to indicate the select code of the disc; the ROM or BMDL boot 
will provide it. 

4. Store the S register, press PRESET, then RUN. 

5. The grandfather disc should boot up. (Look for the "SET TIME" and welcome message on 
the console.) See table 2 for possible error halts. 



CAUTION 



You cannot reconfigure the lineprinter or magnetic tape using 
the boot up process. You must change the I/O card positions to 
correspond to the standard system specified in table 1.
